Common Sense From Michigan 

So much has been done in speeding up public works pro- 
grams so as to provide employment for‘ the idle that it has 
raised a doubt in some quarters if the resultant ‘taxes will 
not retard natural development. Among those who con- 
sider as inadvisable what in normal times would be reckless 
expenditures is Governor Wilber M. Bruckner of Michigan. 
Pointing to the changes in.economic conditions he says: 

“This change has seriously affected’ our people and has 
wrought a great change in our ability to afford the continu- 
ance of this whole program as originally outlined. The 
state property tax, cannot continue to accept the levy cal- 
culated upon the basis of past economic conditions. 

“There must come a leveling-off process which will pre- 
serve the ultimate goal but will conform more nearly with 
our present ability to pay. .We must amend the act so as 
to recognize the need yet not overburden those who must 
meet it. Qur progress must be geared down to our ability 
to spend.’ 

There is considerable being said in most states, including 
Iowa, about the need for lowering taxes but you can’t lower 
taxes and at the same time start a huge improvement pro- 
gram to be financed out of public funds. It might not be 
a bad idea for other states to consider “ability to pay.” 


Southern ‘Press Retorts 

Several southern newspapers have seized upon the North 
Dakota lynching as a text for showing that mob rule flames 
up in the north as well as the south. While regretting the 
incident they are endeavoring to show that human nature is 
not so very much different in the northern states from that 
down in Dixie. They remind us that the northern press has 
frequently pointed to mob violence in the south as a stain 
upon American civilization and ‘ask:us to explain how such a 


well ordered state as North Dakota could be guilty of such 
an offense. In short, they are “hitting back” at northern 
criticism of their own lynching parties. 

The answer of course is the same now as it always has 
been, that mob rule must not be tolerated anywhtre within 
the confines of the United States. It must be admitted that 
close friends and relatives of the six members of one family 
who were murdered by the victim of the North Dakota lynch- 
ing had plenty of provocation for dealing ot swift punish- 
ment. Under such circumstances law abiding people must 
exercise the greatest restraint in allowing the machinery of 
justice to take its course. That they did not do so demands 
a thorough investigation, which has been ordered by the 
governor, in an endeavor to establish the identity of the 
members of the mob, all of whom should be made to realize 
that such outbreaks cannot be countenanced in this country.

Futile Talk 
Citizens of Iowa are being given 
an opportunity at Des Moines to 


'express their reactions to the in- 


dividual income tax bill recom- 
mended to the Forty-fourth gen- 
eral assembly by the joint com- 
mittee on taxation and the state 
board of assessment and review. 
The open hearings probably are 
designed to strengthen the posi- 
tion of the income tax law after 
it is passed, as it undoubtedly will 
be. When taxpayers begin to learn 
that the income tax is not as sat- 
isfactory in practice as in theory, 
and to grumble at the additional 
burden it lays on them, sponsors 
of the bill will be able to remind 
them that they had a chance to 
voice their objections and could 
advance nothing of sufficient 
weight to overbalance the advan- 
tages of the tax as outlined by the 
tax committee. 

That the hearings will bring out 
any formidable opposition to the 
bill is doubtful, for the reason that 
the income tax principle is singu- 
larly safe from attack on the- 
oretical grounds There ar ethe- 
oretical objections to such a tax, it 
is true. Among them are the con- 
tentions that it penalizes en- 
terprise, that it carries the ad- 
ministration of taxation farther 
from the responsibility of local 
governmental units, that it. is a 
graded tax and therefore discrim- 
inatory against certain classes of 
citizens, and that it can be shifted 
by the wealthy, despite all argu- 
ments to the contrary. Sponsors of 
the income tax bill, however, can 
minimize the effectiveness of all 
these objections by accusing the 
objectors, either directly or by 
veiled insinuation, of being actuat- 
ed primarily by selfish considera- 
tion for their ewn incomes. Such 
accusations and insinuations gain 
credence from the fact that many 
of the persons familiar with the 
theory of the income tax and cap- 
able of opposing it on principle are 
persons who also are capable of 
earring incomes higher than aver- 
age.

What Literature Is 

” Literature is not, “and probably 
never will be, satisfactorily defined. 
Broadly speaking, it is any form of 
written or printed words upon any 
subject. More specifically defined, 
the term “literature” would apply 
to essays, poetry, stories, and other 
works of fiction of the grade ac- 
ceptable to the best magazines and 
book publishers. Works of history 
may be called literature, and scien- 
tific works come under this classi- 
fication; but historical writers are 
usually called historians, and scien- 
tific writers are known as scientists. 
Story writérs are usually classified 
as novelists, and newspapers writ- 
ers as journalists. A book, com- 
monly, if not technically, speaking, 
is a volume usually bound in board 
covers and containing one hundred 
or more pages, but it may be a book 
if they are only a dozen pages with 
covers of paper.

Four of the five speakers repre- 
senting sportsmen’s organizations 
in different parts of the state 
favored abolishing of the present 
system for the commission plan 
which provides for six non-salaried 
members. 

Waste of Funds 

Frank Marnett of Spirit Lake, 
charged the administration with 
withholding reports of the depart- 
ment from the members of the leg- 
islature and said that Albert’s pf- 
fice had informed him yesterday 
that the report for the fiscal year 

seven months ago was not 
yet ready for release. 
* ‘Marnett charged that $531,781.01, 
or nearly half the receipts of de- 
partment’ in six! years ending in 
1928, had been spent in salaries 
‘and traveling experises.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Jan. 31.—

miere of the $2,000,000 Charles 
Chaplin picture “City Lights” here 
last night and escaped uninjured in 
a milling mob of 25,000 persons 
that surgéd around the entrance 
to the new Los Angeles theater. 

The crowd battled police, howled 
as 200 police reserves answered a 
riot call, smashed windows and 
leaped on limousine running boards 
to "gaze critically at famous film 
stars and other celebrities. 

Ambulances were summoned to 
give first aid to a boy who fell 
from a second story window and 
broke his arm; to 20 women who 
fainted in the crowd; to a traffic 
sergeant whose hand was broken 
when the crowd surged against him 
while he was endeavoring to open 
a window of a film celebrity’s au- 
tomobile. } 

A threat that tear gas bombs 
would be used unless the crowd 
became orderly and allowed Dr. 
Einstein and 3,000 other persons to 
enter the gayly lighted theater was 
made by the radio announcer. The 
threat was ignored and drowned by 
cheers of the crowd. 


Golden State Is Not 
Raising Enough Wheat 


BERKELEY, Calif—(INS)—Cal- 
ifornia’s wheat production is fail- 
ing to meet the demand, accord- 
ing to a bulletin issued by’ th 
University of California college o: 
agriculture. 

‘ Once the second largest wheat 
producing state in the nation, Cal- 
ifornia today is producing less than 
one half its annual requirements, 
the bulletin says. , 

E. W. Braun, author of the bul- 
letin, says that in 1890 Celifornia 
harvested about 40 million bush- 
els, but in the last five years the 
production has averaged about 
thirteen and a half million .bush- 
els. The decrease in production 
has made it necessary for the 
state to import annually more 
than 16 million bushels. About 
half of this amount. comes from 
the northwest, while the rest comes 
from as far east as the Mississippi 
river. 

Braun believes that the future 
trend of wheat production in Can- 
ada, United States, Argentine, 
Australia and Russia will have an 
important bearing upon the world 
level of wheat prices. 

During the immediate future, he 
says, the trend of wheat produc- 
tion in Europe with its consequent 
effect on the world wheat price 
will very largely determine the 
price that may be expected for 
California wheat. California prices 
fluctuate with those of eastern 
markets.

Breach Widens Over 
25 Millions for 
Red Cross -

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—(INS) 
—Congress today was a house di- 
vided against itself, with senate 
and house locked in what may be a 
finish fight over the Robinson 
$25,000,000 food relief amendment. 

“No compromise” became the 
battle cry of a large bloc in both 
chambers of congress. Some repub- 
lican leaders cast about. for a 
means to avert the forcing of a 
special session after March 4. 

Another step in the long drawn- 
out quarrel wds scheduled today 
with senate and house conferees 
attempting to ease the differences 
of the two bodies. 

Senate In Favor 

The senate is on record by a big 
majority for the appropriation of 
$25,000,000. for relief in drought 
areas and industrial centers. The 
relief to be administered by the 
Red Cross, or if it persists in re- 
fusing to handle, the fund, by the 
Salvation Army or other agencies. 

The house demonstrated it ‘is still 
standing by President Hoover when 
it defeated 217 to 151; a motion to 
agree to the $25,000,000 fund, the 
fund to be administered by the 
president or Red Cross. ; 

Declaring congress cannot end its 
labors March 4 without bolstering 
the charitable organizations now 
caring for hundreds of thousands 
in drought areas and more in cities. 
Sen. Robinson (D) of Arkansas 
stood ready to force a special ses- 
sion to accomplish his purpose. 

Will Vote Again 

Both houses probably will face 
votes again on the proposition. 
House conferees were hopeful the 
amendment would be taken to the 
senate and the senate would re- 
cede. If the senate stands pat, an- 
other vote will be taken in the 
house. 

Linked with the fate of the $25.- 
000,000 amendment is that of the 
interior department appropriation 
bill. Carrying funds to administer 
the many divisions of that depart- 
ment for 1932. 

Failure of this and other appro- 
priation bills to pass by March 4 
would force-President Hoover to 
call a special session, to get money 
to conduct the government another 
year.

John V. Clinnin, chairman of the 
Illinois Athletia commission, six 
questions. In his telegram Mr. 
Strotz called attention to the ac- 
tivities of a member of the com- 
mission now in New York, empha- 
sizing that Madison Square Garden 
has conducted negotiations with 
this member rather than the entire 
commission. 

The stadium president again 
pointed out htat Chicago will be 
asked to contribute to a New York 
charity, and even if an’ arrange- 
ment is completed by which a 
Chicago charity will receive the 
funds, Madison Square Garden, a 
stadium rival, will profit from the 
fight if the division of profits is 
the same as in the Schmeling- 
Sharkey fight last June. 

Mr. Strotz further attacked the 
policy which permits a newspaper 
to promote professional fights and 
control boxers. His telegram fol- 
lows:

Western Amateur golfers will “go 
west” for their yearly invasion of 
the greens.

Ball Players 


Of Today Have Easy fime

NEW YORK.—Take the word of 
‘ohnny Evers, baseball players of 
today have. it mighty soft com- 
nared with when he was in his 
vrime—twenty-five years ago when 
he was ‘the “spark plug” of that 
immortal Chicago Cubs combina- 
tion, “Tinker-to-Evers-to-Chance.” 

“What a cinch they have nowa- 
days,” said Johnny, shaking his 
head. reflectively. “And look at the 
dough they get. 

“Today everything is hunky dory 
for the ball player who makes the 
big league grade. Fine hotels. Ex- 
cellent grub. Best trains. Pull~an 
accommodations. Taxis to the 
ball park. 

No Shower Baths Then 

“What a difference from the 
old days, Why, do you know, 
when I used to play with the Cubs 
we had to take a bath with the 
cows and the pigs in that old West 
Side Ball Park in Chicago. No 
needle shower baths for us in those 
days. 

“And if I do say it myself we 
vlayed as good ball — if not bet- 
ter—-than they do today. We play- 
ed more scientific ball, at any 
rate.” 

I found Evers an interesting 
personality. He did not display 
any bitterness when he compared 
the game today with his time. 
Rather there was a note of surprise 
in his conversation because of the 
fact he does not believe the play- 
ers now in the major leagues ap- 
preciate the easy comforts they en- 
joy in these times, and the sub- 
stantial salaries they receive. 

Heavier But No Punch 

Evers used to be a slim, ner- 
vous, crabby little player, full of 
the old fight, when he was in his 
prime. The National League never 
had a scrdppier player and he can 
be pardoned for showing im- 
patiense at the “easy come easy 
go” attitude of some of the play- 
ers of today. Evers, now a middle- 
aged man, is still well preserved. 
He is heavier, of course, but he 
has no paunch. The glint in his 
light blue eyes is not as com- 
bative as it used to be but the 
old, aggressive, underslung jaw of 
his suggests there’s a lot of scrap 
left in the old boy yet. He can 
still get around the ,<iamond in 
good shape and can put up a reas- 
onable game of ball. 

“It used to be an honor to break 
into the big leagues,” declared 
Evers, with a tinge of asperity in 
his voice. “Nowadays, however, a 


llot of fellows who are signed up 


take it as a matter of course. They 
don’t seem to feel the pride in 
our uniforms that we used to in 
the old days. Today they play for 
a big batting average, knowing 
that when they talk salaries it’s 
their batting average that governs 
their pay to‘a large extent. 


Used To Be Fighters 

“Nowadays, it seems, you either 
become a ball player or a stool 
pigeon. A stool pigeon is just 
what a lot of fellows in uniform 
develop into. This type sit on the 
bench month in and month out, 
and don’t seem to care whether 
they are in the lineup or’ not. 
They'd have to keep me out of 
the lineup. That’s the way we all 
used to be — fighters for our 
place on the team.” 

Evers declared the players years 
ago used to play a “rougher” game. 
He admitted he ran on to third 
base in a game after he had broken 
his leg sliding into second. He 
advised the writer to look at any 
old ball player’s hands and see 
how knarled and mis-shapen they 
are—broken joints, et cetera. This, 
he asserted, was particularly true 
of catchers whose hands became 
“punged up” during the warp and 
woof of the year schedule. An 
exception, he said, was Johnny 
Kling, the famous old Chicago 
catcher who kept his fingers and 
hands intact and free from in- 
juries. Kling, incidently, developed 
into a great cue artist. Kling ran 
a billiard parlor in Kansas City 
for years—perhaps still does. Evers 
makes his home in Troy, N. Y.

More than 1,000 furniture man-

“There is no short cut to mer- 
chandising success,” Dr. Clark said. 
“Success depends on building your 
plans on your own experience and 
on plans already known to you.

“Failure is seldom due solely to 
the plans laid for merchandising 
but from not doing the little 
things—the little things here and 
the little things there. 

“A successful businessman in 

1931 must be a student, a leader 
and a teacher. As a student he 
finds out what to do; as a leader 
he sees that these things are done 
and as a teacher he shows others 
how to do them. 
- “One thing the business man in 
1931 must do is to make a more 
careful study of the consumer and 
his wants. My listeners may say 
this is something they have known 
since their cradle days. 

“In 1911 when scientific man- 
agement was brought forward, this 
same feeling existed. Most busi- 
ness men at that time said they 
knew all about scientific manage- 
ment yet that period is regarded as 
the dark ages of scientific applica- 
tion.

LONDON—Miss Eleanor Rath- 
bone, one of the best-known wom- 
en members of the House of Com- 
mons, is introducing a new Bill in- 
to Parliament which she declares 
should prevent grave injustices.

Turkeys Raised 


In Confinement 


The poultry department of the 
Pennsylvania State college recent- 
ly published some interesting work 
on feed consumption and cost of 
raising turkeys in complete con- 
finement. Apparently the idea 
that turkeys require large fields for 
range has been disproved. E. 
Funk, who conducted this work at 
the Pennsylvania State college but 
who is now with the poultry de- 
partment of the Missouri College of 
Agriculture, summarizes the experi- 
ment as follows: 

1. The average weight of the 
Bronze toms at 24 weeks was 19 
pounds and the White i*oland toms 


‘ averaged 16.4 pounds at the same 


age. 

2. The rate of growth obtained 
was greater than that heretofore 
reported. 

3. The mash and grain con- 
sumption per bird for the first 24 
weeks was 58.05 pounds and 56.12 
pounds for the Bronze and White 
Holland varieties, respectivety. 

4. The feed cost of producing a 
pound of gain was 14.7 cents for 
the Bronze and 15.3 cents for the 
White Holland. 

5. As the birds approached ma- 
turity, the feed required to produce 
@ pound of gain increased from 2.56 
to 7.71 pounds. 

. The protein intake remained 
at a high level until the eighteenth 
week, varying around 20 per cent. 
From the eighteenth to the twen- 
ty-fourth week, the level decreased 
from 20.2 per cent to 14.8 per cent. 

7. More than 93 per cent of all 
turkeys started were raised to mar- 
ket age. 

8. The loss from biood and 
feather dressing for the males was 
9.5 per cent; for the females, 10.4 
per cent. The full drawn birds 
showed a total shrinkage of 24.2 
and 24.7 per cent for the males and 
females, respectively. These differ- 
ences aré due to size, not to sex. 

9. Excellent market birds were 
produced in complete confinement.
